Question I . — Considewtion of Working Committee’s Resolution III doted 
16th April 1909 proposing alterations in the scale of fees fixed for boj's from 
States outside Rnjputann, vi: Rs, 2,000 per annum or 5 % of income, if this 
percentage ia less than Ks. 2,000. 


The FnncipAl reports ilint thiis scalcy imposing ns it does n fee of 11 s. 2,000/* on incomes ns 
low ns Us, 40,000/- is likel)" to exclude a number of otherwise eligible boys* At present out of 
1G8 bore on the College roll, 135 come from Rajputana, 22 from Central India, and 11 from other 
outride Slates* The boys from Central India will all have left the College in a few ycais, and will 
not be replaced. The College, with a slight expansion of aecominodation, can provide adequately 
for 200 boys, and it seems desirable on nil grounds to attract a certain number from outside Ra}])iitana. 
Should (he increased number of Rajpntana bo^s necessitate the cxcln*:iofi, of outsiders, which is 
not likely to be the case for some years, it would be preferable to refuse applications for admission 
on the grouDciVf want of room rather than to preclude them by nii excessive fee. 

For iliWXnasons a graduated scale is subiiiitfcd for consideration. The .scale of fees clinrgcd^ 
at the Aitcbisfjm^ Rnjkol Colleges and the former scale of the Daly College arc ntincxed fjgj 
comparison. • tL*

The question o£ adding a lower rate of fees for incomes below 
Rs. 25,000/- was discussed. 

Resolution I . — That the scale submitted bj the Principal to the Working 
Committee be adopted, without the addition of any lower rate of fees, but 
tliat tlie Vice-President will have power to reduce or remit fees in special 
cases. 

Further resolved. — That in modification of Resolution (2)-on Question 
II of the Procce«lings of the Geneial Council on ' 16th October 1908, the 
scale of fees should be applicsible to all bo3’s from States or Estates outeide 
Unjptttona and Central India. 


Question II . — Consideration of Working Committee’s Resolution II 
dated 16th April 1909 regniding pa^rment of pension to 3 members of the 
old College teaching staflE for the periods before August 1904.

liesolution II.^Tihat the propoenl of the Working Committee be 
fidopted. 

Question ///^—Consideration of the question oE the modification o£ 
Rule 3 of the Rules and Regulations of the College, as the Government of 
India have intimated that thej' are prepared to delegate to the Hon ble the 
Agent to the Governor^ General in Rajputaiia the power to sanction in future 
all admissions to the Mayo College whether the families of the entrants reside 
within or without Rajputana. 

3, The right of noRiinftting pupils to the College lies in the first instance with the contribu- 
tors to the SndowiRont, the Oovcrniiicnt of Xndia being represented for Ajnicr by the Conitiiissioncri 
Ajmer>Merwaia. In the eu&e of a minority the pc»wer of nominating is vested in the Dai bar. 
The names of all nominees belonging to families resident within Hajpntnna must he submitted, 
throngh the Political xVgent, to the Vice-President, and his sanction obtained bcfoie the pupil is 
sent to the College. In all other cases the sanction of the Government of India must be obtained 
before a boy is scut to the College. 

Besolution III . — That Rule 3 be amended to run as follows : — 

The right of nominating pupils to the College lies in the first instance 
with the contributors to the Endowment, the Government of India being 
represented for Ajmer by the Commissioner, Ajmer- Merwara. In the case of 
a minority the power of nominating is vested in the Darbar. The names of 
all nominees must be submitted, through the Political officer, to the Vice- 
President, and his sanction obtained before the pupil is sent to the College. 

Question IV . — Consideration of the question whether more Central 
India Chiefs should be nominated to the General Council in order to allow of a 
larger choice for the Agent to the Governor-General, Central India, to select 
from for the Working Committee. 

Besolution /FI— That the Council recognize the desirability of enlarging 
the field of selection for the Hon’ble the Agent to the Governor-General in 
Central India in nominating Chiefs to the Working Committee and are pre- 
pared to recommend for nomination by the President to the General Council 
the immes proposed by the Hoa’ble the Agent to zhe Governor- General in Cen- 
tral India, viz those of His Highness the Maharaja of Llewah and His High- 
ness the Maharaja of Dhar. 

Question FI — Consideration of proposal to build a College Boarding 
house to accomodate boys from the 9 Rujputana States which have no houses

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and boys fi-om Stales outside Rajpnlana. The Principal reports that there are 
40 hoys from Rnjputnrm Stales which has^e no houses, and 16 boys from 
outside States, oxrliisivc o£ Central India. It is increasingly difficult to find 
nccoiiiinodntion for thcec bpj's, 6 of whom live in houses outside the Oollcire 
Park. II is Highness iJie Malnr.ija of Kisliangnrh. from whose State there are 
1 3 boys at the College, has had the question of providing accorainodation for 
them under consideration for home time, aiirl has offered a donafvoaol 
lis. 5,000 towards n scheme for providing a suitable house for both classes of 
boys referred to. It i« proposed that the maintenance of the house should be 
■a charge upon College fluids and lhal accommodation should he free. Plans 
and estimates will he laid hcrorc the Council. 


Pesolution V . — That the Council approve of the proposal to build a 
College Boarding-house and that the uiniiitcnniicc of the house should be a 
•charge upon College funds and that accuinmodnlion .should be free. The 
Council desire to record their appreciation of the initiative taken bj' His 
lligliucss the Maharaja of Ki<haiigarh, by offering a donation of Rs. 5,000 
towards the scheme, and direct that a Building fund account should lie opened 
to which all such donations shouhl be credited. 

Rough plans for a two-storeyed hou-^c to accommodate 28 boys were 
examined, the estimated cost being Us, l,2G,.'i35, and the Principal was request- 
ed to submit a detailed .scheme with estimates after replies have been received 
from all the States <ind persons from whom support is anticipated.
